In Answer to Soviet Atom Threat — 


WASHINGTON —(INS)— Con-) 
gress with wartime speed yester- 
day approved $1,314,010,000 to re- 
arm nations ready to fight Rus- 
sian aggression and prepared to 
appropriate $5,809,000,000 more to 
strengthen the economies of those 
countries. 

Thus the United States an- 
swered the Soviet A-bomb threat 
with three and one-half times as 
much money as it cost America to 
create the fearful atomic weapon 
which the United Nations has' 
tried for two years to outlaw, only 
to be blocked by the Russian veto.

Civil Service 
Pay Hike Gets 
House Okay 


WASHINGTON — (®) — The 
House yesterday passed its third 
big Federal pay-raise bill in 24 
hours—a boost averaging $113 a 
year for 885,000 U. S. Civil Service 
employees. 

The measure will cost an esti- 
mated $95,062,000 a year. It now 
goes to the Senate. 

The Senate voted 36 to 16 last 
night to scale down the salary in- 
creases asked by President Tru- 
m n for members of his cabinet 
and other top Government offi- 
Cials. 

Revising a house-passed bill, the 
Senate adopted an amendment 
which would boost the pay of cab- 
inet officers from the present $15,- 
$22,500. The House bill pro- 
vided for raising cabinet pay to 
$25,000. 

Advocates of the measure ar- 
gued that the Government’s civil- 
ian employees are underpaid and 
that the raise is long overdue. 

Tuesday, the House passed bills 
boosting military pay by $300,000,- 
000 a year and postal workers’ pay 
by $180,000,000 a year. 

Besides giving al] Civil Service 
employees a raise through initial 
adjustment of grades, the latest 
measure provides for longevity in- 
creases for length of service. Even- 
tually this will add $12,000,000 to 
the annual cost. 

The bill lumps the existing 31 
Civil Service classification grades 
in 18 new grades, with a top ceil- 
ing of $15,000 a year in some of 
the higher grades.

Georgia’s cotten crop has improved somewhat under the 
effects of ample sunshine and little additional rainfall, al- 
though the weather has been unfavorably cool the last few 


days, the U. S. Department of 

Cotton picking has begun in the 
north and is proceeding rapidly 
in the central and southern sec- 
tions. Conditions are mostly good. 

At Savannah, however, Rep. 
Preston was cuoted as saying that 
boll weevil damage has reached 
the disaster stage in some areas 
of Southeastern Georgia.

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Private Enterprise Can Do the Job 


It is not surprising that Acting Secre- 
tary of State James Webb met with an un- 
enthusiastic reception Tuesday when he 
appeared before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee to argue in behalf of President 
Truman’s Point Four program to aid un- 
derdeveloped areas with U. S. capital and 
know-how. 

No one denies that there are many 
small nations, particularly in the Western 
Hemisphere, whose productive potential is 
a long-standing invitation to American in- 
vestment and ingenuity. Moreover, any 
aid which we might give them in the reali- 
zation of their possibilities would undoubt- 
edly result in a strengthening of their re- 
sistance to Communism. 

But the greatest threat from Commu- 
nism at this time is not in the underde- 
veloped areas but rather in long-indus- 
trialized Western Europe, whase economy 
we are seeking to bolster with Marshall 
Plan aid. Thus, it would seem far more 
logical to concentrate our efforts there, 
using whatever funds we can spare in the 


attempt to revitalize this traditional bul- 
wark of the free enterprise system. 

Meanwhile, the State Department 
might well accomplish—at a figure much 
lower than the $35,000,000 sought for the 
Point Four program—much of what the 
President wants. For the truth of the mat- 
ter is that American business would be 
eager to furnish both the money and the 
know-how if the countries which need 
them so desperately could only be per- 
suaded to relax their highly nationalistic 
policies toward foreign capital and man- 
agement. 

It is not necessary for the Government 
to underwrite all risks to get private U. S. 
capital to go into underdeveloped areas. 

All that is indicated is assurance that 
there will be no discrimination against 
such undertakings because they are U. S.- 
financed and managed. 

Private capital and know-how will be 
attracted by opportunity wherever it 
exists if assured of fair treatment and the 
ability to remit reasonable dividends. 


Another Feather for Hartwell 


Announcement has been made by Hart- 
well Mills that the plant will build a mil- 
lion-dollar addition to its plant at Hart- 
well, Ga. 

In making the announcement, John H. 
Cheatham, Company President, said, “This 
addition indicates our confidence in the 
future of cotton fabrics. We believé Hart- 
well possesses a favorable manufacturing 
atmosphere.” 


The intended expansion is good news 
for the cotton business. 

It’s another feather, too, in the cap of 
that enterprising Northeast Georgia city. 

A cotton mill addition, the new Tex- 
tron plant, a mica processing business, the 
pending Hartwell dam project—Industri- 
alist-Editor Louie Morris is soon going to 
run out of headline type for his Hartwell 
Sun. 


A Little Consistency Would Help 


Not satisfied with closing down all the 
unionized coal mines in the coal country, 
John L. Lewis’ United Mine Workers are 
using force to drive nonunion miners 
away from their jobs so as to make the 
mine shutdown complete. 

Actually, the output from nonunion 
mines constitutes a mere trickle. It does 
not lessen the strangle-hold Lewis has on 
the entire U. S. economy. The question 
is, is the right of these miners to work if 
they choose to be protected? Union mem- 
bers are using rocks, pistols and clubs to 
keep them away from their jobs. In Penn- 
sylvania 17 pickets are charged with ston- 
ing a truck hauling coal from nonunion 
mines; roaming bands of pickets are spread 
over West Virginia closing up, by force and 
threats of force, mines which dare open 
in face of the UMW edict. In Utah several 
trucks and cars have been forced off the 
roads, and in Ohio.a band of 200 strikers, 
armed with clubs, forced truckers to dump 
coal on the highways. 

State authorities appear to be using 
all their resources to punish these violators 
and to preserve order, but in many cases 
that has proved insufficient and miners 
who want to work are forced to do so with 
pistols in their belts or shotguns standing 
close by, reminiscent of the way their an- 


cestors. protected themselves from savages 
200 years ago. We congratulate these 
miners on their spunk. 

Mr. J. Howard McGrath, the U. S. At- 
torney General, is one of the leading ad- 
vocates of the President’s civil rights pro- 
gram. | 

We believe in civil rights, tod, though 
our definition is not quite so limited and 
we have the idea that civil rights belong 
to everybody, not merely to specified “mi- 
nority groups” with concentrated voting 
power. 

Away up near the top of the civil rights 
list, according to our way of thinking, is 


the right to work. When such a right is 


endangered or violated we think the Fed- 
eral Government ought to act with dis- 
patch, regardless of whether the trouble 
centers from a lynching in Georgia or 
picket line violence in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
or West Virginia. 
- So far, there has been no suggestion of 
Federal intervention in the coal mine vio- 
lence, where men are being beat over the 
heads with clubs and threatened with pis- 
tols if they dare exercise their right to 
earn a living. 

It seems to us Federal law enforcement 
advocates could use a bit of consistency 
along with their other virtues.

Moscow Must Prove Its Intentions Now 


WASHINGTON—We may take with ‘a sprinkling of salt the latest claim put out by Moscow 


that the Russians have been in possesion of the atomic bomb ever since 1947. 


Our officials and 


experts reject that flatly. Typical of the feeling among our scientists is the statement of Dr. Harold 
C. Urey, one of the atomic pioneers who helped develop the American A-bomb. His statement was 
that the Russian claim is “a bluff—a date pulled from a hat.” 


If the Russians had been able to bring about 
an atomic explosion earlier than the recent case 
announced by the White House, we would have 
known about it. There is no occasion for the 
public to be misled on the score. Without going 
into supporting explanations, suffice it to say that 
we have methods of detection which are regarded 
as infallible. 


The Russians would probably like for us 
to believe that they have been making the 
atomic bomb for two years in order to create 
the illusion that they already have a consid- 
erable stockpile accumulated. It would tend 
to put them more on equal terms with us in 
negotiations over world peace and other ques- 
tions relating to the outlawing of the bomb. 


Their explanation about the recent explosion 
reported by President Truman as likely being 
due to extensive blasting operations conducted in 
isolated sections of the country is about as naive 
as the claim of having the bomb since 1947. Even 
we have not yet reached the stage where atomic 
energy is used for stump blasting or silimar pur- 
poses. How they expect us to fall for such things 
is a mystery, just as most Russian moves are not 
capable of intelligent understanding. 

It is for just such reasons as this that we 
distrust the Soviet Union as we do. If they had 
come out with a straight forward statement ad- 
mitting that they had made subsiantial progress 
in their atomic experiments and had been able 
to set off their first atomic explosion, that would 
have been one thing. It was quite another for 
them to claim a production record for the past 
two years, and then te suggest the artless ex- 
plantation about some extensive blasting opera- 
tions recently conducted. 

It was two years ago last June that M. Molo- 
tov, the former Soviet Foreign Minister, made a 
statement that the secret of the atomic bomb was 
“long nonexistent.” The Russians are now citing 
that date as the beginning of their A-bomb pro- 
duction. Perhaps the only basis or germ of truth 
in this statement is that the scientists who are 
_ working on the Soviet project may at that time 

have finally arrived at the principle of atomic 
bomb construction, ‘ 


_ 


In any event, that is about as far as our own 
experts are able to go in placing credence in the 
1947 claim. We have ways of our own for know- 
ing that they have not set off any atomic* ex- 
plosions during this time, except for the incident 
related by the White House. And of course the 
Russians would have no way of knowing whether 
or not their efforts were successful until they 
had actually experimented with an explosion. 


Since the President made his White House 
disclosure last week there has been a repeti- 
tion of utterances from Russian official 
sources about their willingness to join in in- 
ternational efforts to outlaw the atomic bomb. 
The first of these assurances came from Rus- 
sia’s Andrei Vashinsky in an address before 
the United Nations Assembly: Over the 
weekend they were echoed in statements 
broadcast over the Soviet official news 
agency from Moscow. 


It will be interesting to see how far Russian 
sincerity goes in this direction. Certainly it must 
be assumed that our officials and the world peace 
— will explore the matter fully with 

em. 


But the men of the Kremlin will have to show 
a greater willingness to co-operate than they have 
in the past, if any real steps are to be accom- 
plished in this direction. Heretofore they have 
been the main stumbling block to an interna- 
tional agreement. 


For a nation that pioneered the atomic weapon 
and has built up over the past four years what 
may be considered an imposing stockpile of the 
deadly bombs, we have committed an act of the 
greatest unselfishness in offering to relinquish 
our control of the bomb—provided only that 
proper safeguards are thrown up against some 
hostile power manufacturing the bombs. The 
Russians, for reasons of their own, have refused 
to go along with us in this effort to protect the 
world from an outbreak of atomic warfare. 

It is now up to Moscow to prove their good 
intentions or force upon the world an alternative 
that can only breed evil days to come. 


Attractive Women 


It is with some regret I note that my old 
friend Quimby Melton, Editor of the Griffin 
News, has simply abandoned himself to old age 
and has been writing essays that many of the grandmothers of 
today are as youthful looking as the girls of 16. 

That reminds me somewhat of a friend who had been in China 
for some years. “You can always tell,” he said, “when you have 
been in China too long. As you know, the Chinese girls, while most 
charming and attractive, do not look like any one else save another 
Chinese. So when you walk down the street and see a pretty Chi- 
nese girl and say to yourself that she looks very much like Mary 
Jones back home—right then you know you have been in China 


long enough.” 
Old I find very little comfort in accumulating years, although 
I defer to that ancient who, when accosted by a brat with 
uncouth manners and the question, “Don’t you hate being so old?” 
replied, “No, if I were not old I’d be dead.” There is a certain cold 
logic in the reply which is inescapable. Nevertheless, I could never 
go along with the poet Browning, who wrote, “Grow old along with 
me, the best of-life is yet to be.” 

I. have philosophy enough to accept the years for the very good 
reason there is but one way of rejecting them. And I think it good 
to try and store up fine, exciting experiences to talk about and 
to remember the years have added up to a much larger total 
than now. 


Comment I was moyed to thinking on the subject by a maga- 

zine piece which I read in Harper’s. It was by a 
lady, Zelda Popkin, a journalist and a writer of mystery stories. 
She was discussing the problem of widowhood, and in preliminary 
paragraphs said: 

“This matter of the survival ef women is an ironic thing. More 
boys are born than girls in the United States, but at every age level 
their death rate exceeds that of women. Nevertheless, the girls 
grow up, taught that their sex is the weaker. In that very indoc- 
trination, possibly, lies the truth of why they live long. They spare 
themselves. Never do for yourself what a man can do for you, 
the girls always say. Even the hardest pressed housewife can lie 
or sit down for an hour when she’s tired, put off to tomorrow 
what she is too weary to do today, set her own tempo for the work 
she must do (not concerned with the boss’ speed-up), and ask 
for some help with the dishes. The washing machine, the vacuum 
cleaner, the canned goods on the shelf and the frozen foods in the 
refrigerator help to save her strength. The American housewife 
has an easier time than women anywhere in the world. Never- 
theless, the words “helpless” and “female” have been so long 
hitched together that even women believe in the notion. 

“Life is much harder on men. They fight our too-frequent 
wars and die or are damaged in them. Even in peace, in daily 
earning a living, a competitive world compels them to constant 
challenge and struggle. From the day in his teens when a boy 
wishes to take a girl to the movies or buy her a soda, he has to 
have money. The normal urge for feminine companionship is a 
cash liability, and through all of his life a man is under the need 
of earning what will pay for some woman’s keep, and buy her 
‘protection’ after he dies. Day after day, year after year, he 
must go on, proving over and over again that he is ‘being a man.’ 

“The little woman has never really been taught to stand on her 
feet, be a whole person, function as part of the world. Even if 
she once held a job, marriage forces a decigion upon her of whether 
to leave her career behind. The male ego, she is told and often 
has chance to learn for herself, can’t take the challenge of a wife’s 
success outside her home.” 


Societ I do not know how correet Zelda Popkin is in her the- 
Y ory, but certainly men and women today are subject 
to the demands of a quickly changing society, or civilization. 

We are not quite aware of what the industrial organization is 
doing to the foundations of our old society. j 

We are not meeting it with new concepts in politics and social 
organization. It explains a lot of things. It has given us cars, 
electric and gas marvels of cooking and refrigeration, radio, tele- 
vision, heating and lighting, but it has also done things to us so 
that we may not say a home which has them is necessarily happy 
or the marriage in it successful. : 


Observer It seems to me, as an observer, that this industrial 

organization has, in a sense, made the job of home 
keeping more difficult. There was a pride and a satisfaction in cre- 
ating a meal, a dress, or in a routine of bringing up children before 
the day of Scouts, Cubs, playgrounds and kindergartens. Increas- 
ingly every day, the mother of children is very likely to be more of a 
problem to herself than in the old one. It is more difficult to make 
the home and the family the center of the family’s social life in 
our present society. 

This modern society does enable women who work to have 
more opportunities for careers than ever before and they are hav- 
ing them. Some of them are magnificent. But only a few are 
able to keep a domestic balance. In my own work I learned long 
ago the good newspaperwoman is as able as the good newspaper- 
man. It is true in any other field. In an industrial society the 
“equality of women” is a very real fact whether she wishes it 
or not. It is not possible for woman to have the exact place she 
knew in the old, traditional society. 

The pressure of this new society is responsible for the growing 
problems of the old, of demands for pension systems, social secu- 
rity and so on. It is not strange it should be creating specialized 
problems for women. : 

Come to think of it, the really attractive women today do seem 
to be the more mature ones. I must read Editor Melton more closely.

We Were Unready for This 


WASHINGTON—The trance-like reception of the news that 
the Soviets have exploded an atomic bomb is a bitter commentary 
on the quality of American leadership. Scaremongering is bad, 
but it is even worse for the leaders of a democracy not to tell the 
people the truth. And the plain truth is that the United States 
and the Western world are totally unpreparec for the new situa- 
tion that has now arisen. 

For four years, all the plans of the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
been squarely based on a single expectation. This was the expecta- 
tion that our monopoly of atomic weapons would continue, for a 
while, to deter any Soviet aggressioh. But now the monopoly has 
been broken, and we must inquire into the state of our affairs. 

The same plans of the Joint Chiefs in which our atomic monop- 
oly bulked so large, also established certain things that were essen- 
tial to do before the Soviets had an atomic bomb of their own. 
Although a Beria bomb has now been successfully exploded, there 
will still be a little time before the Kremlin commands a decisive 
stockpile of its new weapons. But this time will be very short— 
perhaps two years—and the things that the Joint Chiefs say must 
be done are very big. In brief, all American security planning 
sets two minimum objectives. 


. First, balanced ground, naval and air 
Intercontinental War forces must be provided by the At- 
lantic community, to withstand at least the initial shock of an 
attack on Europe by the Red Army. If Europe goes, the sequel 
will be intercontinental warfare. And any intercontinental war 
will be unthinkably horrible, prolonged and destructive, ending 
perhaps in victory, but quite certainly with the world in ruins. 

Second, the European-American balanced defensive force must 
be supplemented with a special American offensive striking force, 
which will hit the very vitals of the Russian state with our own 
absolute weapons the moment war breaks out. 

This American security plan is like a deadly but delicate 
mechanism, which will only work if each of its parts are perfect, 
and all parts are perfectly adjusted to each other. Anyone who 
has followed the debates on military aid for Europe must know 
that we do not have today the balanced defensive force that we 
need. And as yet, Joint Chiefs of Staff plans only call for creating 
the minimum defense force in rather more than four years. 


Strate Thus the first part of the mechanism is missing. So 
gY too is the second. Under Joint Chiefs of Staff plans, 
the projected offensive striking force is to be, primarily, an Ameri- 
can strategic Air Force. All the Chiefs have agreed that a 70-group 
Air Force is the smallest that can do the job. But President Tru- 
man and Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson have themselves 
been hard at work this session, cutting the Air Force down to 48 
groups. 

Furthermore, a strategic Air Force cannot operate in a vacuum. 
A 70-group Air Force was approved as adequate, on the assump- 
tion that a powerful chain of bases overseas would permit more effi- 
cient operations over shorter distance from Soviet targets. 


In short we have the blue print of a defense 
Moonstruck mechanism, and not the mechanism itself. The 
greatest efforts of military preparation will do us little good, after 
Europe has been overrun. The largest stockpiles of bombs at 
Hanford and Oak Ridge will do us no good whatever if these and 
other absolute weapons cannot be laid down when needed on Stal- 
ingrad, and Chelyabinsk, and Magnitogorsk. In the new situation 
in which we find ourselves, we are appallingly unready. 

In the face of these bleak facts a great many people may con- 
sole themselves with the happy thought that perhaps the Krem- 
lin cherishes no aggressive intentions. But really moonstruck 
powers of self-delusion are needed, to believe that if the Soviet 
Union achieves superior military power, this power will not be 
used for all it ig worth. And in this cruel world the moonstruck 
rarely survive.

It is not that simple at all. The prob- 
lem that now confronts us—and withott ex- 
agzeration it can be called one of the great 
est in our history because of the role we 
now occupy in the world—cannot be met 
by looking for scapegoat “spies,” by trying 
to build up a wail of stcel around ourselves 
and isolating and insulating ourselves, or by 
saying to Russia, in effect, “you can come 
our way or we won't play.” 


It is too late for all that. There is for us 
literally, as the yo atomic scientist has writ- 
ten, “no place to hide.” 


International control of the atomic bomb and 
atomic energy is a world problem, and must be 
met. Because of our position, our still superior 
material strength, our moral strength, we must 
be prepared to sit down in a tolerant and ac- 
commodating state of mind, listen to the views 
and arguments again of Russia and other na- 
tions, and seek an acceptable and workable com- 
promise. This is not a problem that can be 
solved by a standoffish, no-compromise sort of 
pose. 


The time is now, and the place is available. 
‘The latter, of course, is the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly now in session in New York. To 
it this should become, by all odds, the one over- 
whelming consideration. It should be No. 1 now, 
for it is No. 1.

Pointing out that in the case of the Italian 
‘colonies the four major nations itivolved 
agreed in advance to accept a decision by 
the UN Assembly to meet it, he said that 
other matters in dispute might be settled 
similarly by agreement among the. nations 
im advance to accept such decisions. which, 
in the ordinary course, are predicated upon 
study and recommendations by some com- 
mission or committee. , 


There are plenty of ways and means open 
to reasonable men. The problem is to adopt one 
and get action. 

There’s little use looking for excuses. Whether 
“spies” have helped Russia or not, the even- 
tual knowledge of applying atomic energy to 
bombs or whatever purpose could not .be bot- 
tled up somewhere for .long, the scientific.mind 
being what it is, and no nation having a monop- 
oly of scientific brains. It was so with steam, 
electricity, invention of the airplane, and so on.

i Here's How Power Affects Them 


‘NEW YORK—If you want to know what the New Dealers, fellow travelers and Communists are 
fixing to do to you so that you can take counteraction, you will simply have to bone up on your 


lessons. 
‘I am dealing now with a thing called Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action. It can’t be called 
anything but a thing because it frankly says that 
it is not an adjunct of either party but will latch 
onto this or that one as expediency dictates. It 
has a lot of money and it maintains a secret head- 
quarters in the Sherry-Netherland Hotel in New 
‘York under a misleading name. By this strate- 
gem, a small organization with money and with 
connections in the unions, in the Government 
and in the United Nations can enjoy a power far 
beyond its deserving on the numerical basis. 
A is a balance-of-power group mostly com- 
posed of national Democrats. : 
Of course, they talk up the rights of the good 
old common man, but let us see how they treat 
him when they get him into their power. 
Follow carefully. ; 


David Dubinsky, a Director of ADA, is 
President of the Garment Workers’ Union. 
He runs a private political party called the 
Liberal Party as a subsidiary of the Union. 
It swings from 300,000 to 400,000 votes. Let 
us see how. For campaign funds he can call 
on the Union treasury if he likes and spend 
the money under a pretext of “educating” 
his subjects. The Liberal Party can’t win 
any major office but it can prevent candi- 
dates from winning who are displeasing to 
Dubinsky. 


A few years ago Dubinsky was in the so-called 
American Labor Party, which was infested with 
Communists as he well knew. He finally pulled 
away to form his Liberal Party because he couldn’t 
control the Communists. It was a matter of 
rivalry. 

Now let me illustrate the political independ- 
ence which the American citizens enjoys in Dubin- 
sky’s union. 

In 1942, before Dubinsky quit the American 
Labor Party, he ran for the office of Governor of 
New York a man with a Greek background named 
Dean Alfange. Alfange is a political nonentity 
and couldn’t win, of course, but that wasn’t the 
object. The object was to beat Dewey. 

On Oct. 24, 1942, the Executive Board of Lo- 
eal 32 of the Garment Workers held a political 
“rally for Alfange, slightly disguised with routine 
union business, and sent ovt a lurid “special 
notice” commanding all of Dubinsky’s subjects 
to attend under penalty of a fine of $1. That 
wasn’t much of a fine and a lot of people would 
rather pay a dollar than listen to Alfange or tg 
Dubinsky, who gives royal orations which the 
faceless man is ordered to attend under the same

$26 a week as it is to but still 
it isn’t the amount but the principle matters. 
Here is a union boss who simply cannot realize 


that when it comes to politics, Americans are 
supposed to be free not to attend anybody’s rally. 

Here is another instance of the same sort of 
thing, but more flagrant: 

On Sept. 25, 1943, a member of Local /22 of 
Dubinsky’s union got a form letter signed in 
mimeograph by Charles L. Zimmerman, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, warning him not to neglect to 
register. That is all right although the Wagner 
Act plainly forbade any employer to butt in on 
such matters. That would be coercion, 


But then the Zimmerman letter said: 
“When you register, be sure to enroll tn the 
American Labor Party,” and that was going 
beyond bounds. That was sheer coercion. 
Who is Zimmerman to be telling any Ameri- 
can that he must register in a Communist 
front or any other party knowing that the 
union can punish any one who shows any in- 
dependence? 


But even that wasn’t all. At the bottom, under 
Zimmerman’s signature, there was a note which 
said: “Attention: We would like very much to 
know who of our members have registered and 
enrolled in the ALP. Please‘be sure to fill out 
the enclosed postcard and mail it back to the 
union.” 

And the inclosed postcard said: “Dear Brother 
Zimmerman: Received your letter of Sept. 25. 
This is to notify you that I have registered and 
enrolled in the American Labor Party. Name 
——, Ledger No. ——, Address ——.” 

So Mr. Dubinsky’s union not only chivvies the 


subjects to get the vote out but warns them to | 


register in his own party—now changed to the 
Liberal Party—and, finally, warns them to “be 
sure” to notify Mr. Zimmerman that they have 
done so. It checks up on them. 


And, according to Dubinsky’s own state- 
ments a little later, this was a Communist 
front into which he had the effrontery to 
herd a lot of people who could keep their 
jobs only by his tolerance. 


I will cite one more case: In September, 1947, 
members of Dubinsky’s Local 91 received cards 
bearing the name of Harry Greenberg, Manager- 
Secretary, entitled: “Fight for Repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act’ and proceeding: “Labor must 
fight against the reactionary forces which passed 
the Taft-Hartley anti-labor act. I pledge myself 
to register in the week of Oct. 6-11. I pledge 
myself to enroll in the Liberal Party. I pledge 
to mobilize my friends to do the same.” 

This was a pledge of record for the files. 
Any one who refused to promise -had to reckon 
whether the boss would take it out on-him later.

Reform 
And Red Wine 


I broke bread at the Reform 
Club in London with Cuthbert L. 
Ackroyd, club member, alderman 
‘of London and sheriff-elect of the 
city. In keeping with ancient cus- 
tem, Alderman Ackroyd will re- 
ceive the Chain and Badge of his 
new office from a committee rep- 
resenting the Citizens and Livery- 
men, in a colorful presentation 
ceremony. Ackroyd, one day, may 
be Lord Mayor of London. 

The Reform club is an historic 
institution. One. is surrounded 
there by portraits of the great re- 
formers—Lord Macaulay, Robert 
Peal, John Bright, Lord Asquith, 
‘Lloyd George and Gladstone. One 
‘must qualify as a reformer to be- 
‘come a member. The Club pos- 
sesses a First Folio edition of 
Shakespeare * (1623) among its 
treasures. Though it’s a man’s 
club, I was reprimanded for smok- 
ing in the dining room, which has 
been forbidden for more than a 
century. I was gently led from 
the library, where I had whis- 
pered, and reminded that complete 
silence was one of the rules. 

Long the spiritual home of the 

Whig and Liberal Parties, the Re- 
form Club has not thrived of late. 
| Liberalism here, as elsewhere in 
‘the world, languishes for lack of 
‘moral and financial support. 
As evidence of impoverished lib- 
‘eralism in ngland, the Reform 
‘Club was forced to sell a prized 
‘possession to raise money for re- 
pairs to the war-bombed roof and 
walls of its building. The Club’s 
supply of ancient Port wine, much 
of its aged over 50 years, was sold 
for $120,000. There must be a lot 
of character in a membership that 
can hold on to anything that good 
so long.

There was this little ad in the church 


| magazine, announcing that for 20 cents one 
could get a copy of “Our Sunday Visitor,” highlighted 
with 70 pages of illustrations of the damage caused’ by 
gossip, slander, and distortion of facts, and how to stop 


it. The article referred to it as. “Evil Tongues.” 

I noticed it the same day one of those anonymous letters arrived, 
this time complaining. that I had pbéen unfair in the Carpenter 
trial, which I .had never mentioned except in the privacy of my 
home, and I wondered if the two couldn’t be tied together some 
way. Perhaps the writer of the anonymous letter should send 20 
cents to “Our Sunday Visitor,” and find out how:to be construc- 
tive, not destructive. 

The anonymous letters are scarcer‘all the time, and most of 
us whose names appear in public places attribute it to the fact 
that so many psychiatrists have come out with -broad statements 
to the effect that senders of unsigned missives are, to put it mildly 
.. Slightly insane. It is.a neurosis, they say, and the writers who 
indulge thenvselves unburden just one more repression. 

But back to the “Evil Tongues” treatise. 

I hope the magazine will have a sell-out and that those reading 
the 70 pages of research and illustration will take the demolition 
experts to heart. 

Because the old saying, “Sticks and stones may break my 
bones, but words can never hurt me,” may have scanned and have 
meter, and have a certain debonaire defiance, in the manner of 
Evictus, whose head was bloody but unbowed, but it is one of the 
most distorted pieces ‘of ‘memory work anybody ever handed down. 

Words do hurt. They are the most brutal weapons in the 
hands of mankind. 

A rumor whispered into the air can break a marriage, send a 
child into the dark corner of fear, whipped as .cruelly as if by a 
cat-o-nine tails, ostracize young girls or boys from their natural 
groups, and make bitter, hunted. failures out of adults. 

Words are far more devastating than the atomic bomb, and we 
not only have no international control over them, but we hardly 
exercise any moral censure of those who use them dangerously.

Who protects the inno- 
cent from slander? Very few. It takes a courageous person to 
ignore such juicy oddments, let alone nail them to the ground for 
the wicked barbs they are. 

I don’t know what we could’ do with grown-up rumormongers, 
because so many people have found whispering campaigns ex- 
pedient for their purpose, but we could train youngsters to be out- 
raged by them. 

The parents who kept his own conversation clean of malicious 
suggestion and halted the first tattling gossip from his children 
with a simple charge of error and explanation, could turn out a 
grown product with a high allergy for backbiting.’ 

Youngsters. would understand it as simple. fairness.

Is the urge to gamble a form of neurosis? 


Answer: Any urge. which 
drives a person to do what his 
good sense tells him is against 
his interests is in some degree 
neurotic, since this involves the 
subjection of intelligence to un- 
conscious, and thus uncontrolla- 
ble emotion. And the less he 
understands the urge, the less 
he can resist it.

help. You begin to grow up on 
the day when you first~face the 
fact ‘that the cause of your fail- 
ures and dlissatisfactions is in 
yourself, not in your “luck” or 
the way that other people treat 
you. And you advance to emo- 


tional maturity as you adjust 
yourself to reality instead of 
running away from it.

Importance of Initial Meld Is Stressed 


When 90 points are required 
for the initial meld, it is con- 
siderably more difficult to make 
the grade, and you .must be 
prepared to give up six cards 
for that pUirpose. However, 
when it will take that many 
eards it is better to wait a round 
or two in the hope that your 
hand will improve on the next 
draw. If it would take eight 
cards it is recommended that 
you delay indefinitely your ini- 
tial meld, and if it would take 
nine, just don’t do it. In the 
words of the GI “sweat it out.” 

Making the grade when 120 
is required for the initial meld 
is frequently very difficult. The 
importance of getting down then 


is more pronounced. Even if it 
requires six cards to do it im- 
mediately. If it takes seven or 
eight, wait for a little while. 
Sometimes it is necessary to 
ruin your hand by melding nine 
cards when it appears that part. 
ner is unable to go down, and 
chances of improving your hand 
are not very good. 

When you have given up nine 
cards you will have virtually 
eliminated yourself as an offen- 
Sive character in the game, and 
it devolves upon your partner 
to carry the burden from here 
in. There is this comfort, that 
if partner succeeds in obtain- 
ing the pack and completes 
Canasta, you will be in a posi- 
tion to play for out. 

As you make your initial meld 
vou may have a choice as to the 
manner in which to spread it. 
That is to say, you may have 
‘everal different pairs. It is good 
nolicy in such cases to meld 
these cards to which your part- 
ner is unable to go down and 
contribute. E. G.: Your side 
needs 90 for the initial meld, and 
‘our hand consists of: 

2-A-A-A-J-J-8-8-7-6-4 

You will naturally spread the 
three Aces, and now you may 
meld (with your deuce) the pair 
of Jacks or the pair of Eights. 
They both count the same. If 
vou thought that -your partner 
probably had Jacks that would 
oe the pair to spread. On the 
other hand, if you thought there

sartner held eights, you would 
meld that pair.

is more apt to have Jacks in his 
hand; so that you should meld 
the pair of Jacks with your 
deuce. 


When you have been able to 
take the discard pile to make 
your initial meld, you will fre 
quently find that you are in a 
position to make numerous other 
melds. There is usually no rush 
about doing so. While it is true 
that the more you spread the 
easier it is for your partner to 
work on the building of Ca- 
nastas, nevertheless there is a 
certain advantage in holding up 
a great part of your meld, for 
this will make your right hand 
opponent’s discarding problems 
more acute, and he may be 
tricked into throwing cards 
which find mates in your hand 
and which permit you to take 
the discard pile again. 

Illustration: You need 50 for 
your initial meld, and after 
drawing you hold: Joker-2- 
A-A-Q-J-8-8-7-6-6-4. You 
should meld Joker, Ace, Ace im- 
mediately. It will be observed 
that you cold meld 2-A-A 
which would also meet the re- 
quired count, but that would 
not be proper tactics. The joker 
should always be melded in pref- 
erence to the deuce. [I counts 
90 instead of 20, and futhermore, 
if you bappen to be caught with 
the joker it is at the cost of 50 
points as agains. only 20 for the 
deuce.

might as well gain the greater 
score and at the same time run 
the less risk of loss. 


If with that same hand you 
needed 120, you could meet the 
requirements by melding the 
joker with a pair of aces, and 
the deuce with a pair of eights.

King, Scientific Director of the 
Nutrition Foundation. (After 
just a few days of the conference 
we editors bear mute testimony 
to that statement.) 


In speaking of the advances 
made during the present year of 
fundamental research in the 
science of nutrition, Dr. King 
said, “The results of good nutri- 
tion are seen most clearly in the 


very early and late years of life. 


Yet it is fully as significant that 
the intervening ‘plateau’ of adult 
vigorous living is both higher 
and covers a longer span of years 
when the food eaten is consist- 
ently of ‘high nutritive quality’ 
certainly strong proof for cor- 
rect eating, if for no other rea- 
son than a purely selfish one. 


Dr. King believes that the way 
to improve our nutrition prac- 
tices is to get good food ideas 
into the minds of children. This 
can be done through mother’s 
teaching and by incorporating 
nutrition education into the ele- 
mentary school program. 


A national education program 
is under way to stress the im- 
portance of buying iodized salt. 
There is now unanimous medi- 
cal approval there is no injury 
and no risk through the use of 
iodized salt and it does afford 
the best means of lessening the 
incidence of goiter. The trend 
is toward a legislative movement 
allowing only iodized salt to be 
sold. 


Dr. King reported meetings 
he had with Dr. Albert Sweitzer 
who has just returned from diet 
study work in Africa. — Dr. 
Sweitzer brought consoling news 
to American businessmen by 
saying he “found alligators in 
Africa with ulcers.” 


There’s good news, too, for 
young boys and that peck of dirt 
they are supposed to eat. Re- 
cent diet studies on pigs show 
that when they are fed a good 
diet with all the vitamins plus 
5 percent just plain diet they 
grow much better. 


No nutrition report would be 
complete without comment on 
vitamin capsules. Dr. King says 
they give people a sense of false 
security. People take one and 
say OK, I’ve got my vitamins, 
now I can eat anything. Vita- 
min concentrate have their ther- 
apeutic place but a good diet 
every day is still the best and 
most economical source of vita- 
mins.

A. Buy calf’s or lamb’s liver 
because they are the most ten- 
der. Wipe liver with damp cloth 
and dry thoroughly. Dip liver 
in seasoned flour and saute in 
fat five to eight minutes. Use 
low heat and do not overcook. 


Q@. Are there any precautions 
to take before storing the elec- 
tric fan? E. M. P. 

A. If the fan is put away for 
any length of time, clean it 
thoroughly and cover it with 
wrapping paper or cloth, or store 
it in a cellophane bag.

This article is about the boy or girl who is so self-effac- 
ing in the classroom that the teacher “hardly knows he 


is there.” 

First, I would not want any 
teacher (or mother, either) to 
draw the. conclusion that every 
child who is quiet and not mis- 
chievous in school is repressed, 
or over-timid.

All children aren’t 
alike; and. any person who tries 
to make all personalities fit an 
arbitrary standard are, I am glad 
to say, doomed to failure. 

But many children who slip 
along unnoticed in the class- 
room really do so and suffer be- 
cause of excessive shyness or 
timidity. And they should be 
helped out of their shells, though 
this is a far more subtle and 
difficult task than managing the 
obstreperous children. 

Following the good rule of 
looking for underlying causes, a 
teacher will find they may be 
varied. For example: 

1. An unfortunate experience 
in school—either in an earlier 
class or the present one—may 
account for ‘shyness or actual 
timidity. 

2. Failure and lack of learn- 
ing capacity may figure. 

3. A child may be sensitive 
and used to gentleness and un- 
derstanding at home, and a crisp, 
strict teacher may intimidate 
him. 

4. He—or she—may have 
been babied and overindulged at 
home, or always. have played 
alone and not been much with 
adults outside the family. (The 
teacher who has an excessively 
shy child should always see the 
child’s mother.) 

5. Another home cause may 
be lack of affection there—or 
ha treatment, so that the 
child expects this of all grown- 
ups. 

These are a few causes to look 
for. They will help in the cure.
